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EEMAKKS  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Antrim: 

Much  time  and  thought  has  been  put  on  the  elemen- 
tary schools,  in  the  up-keep  of  buildings,  selections  of 
teachers,  grading  of  pupils,  etc.  Superintendent  A.  A. 
Holden  has  given  several  tests,  the  result  of  which  shows 
that  very  satisfactory  work  has  been  accomplished  in 
every  room. 

As  we  were  successful  in  finding  a  competent  teach- 
er for  the  East  District,  that  school  was  again  opened. 
In  all  the  other  rooms  the  teachers  were  the  same  as  last 
year. 

The  ladies  of  Molly  Aiken  Chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  have 
shown  much  interest  in  these  schools,  particularly  in  the 
United  States  History  classes.  Prizes  were  offered  to  the 
pupils  in  Grades  VII  and  VIII  who  made  the  most  prog- 
ress in  History  during  the  year.  As  a  result  the  pupils  did 
such  good  work  that  six  prizes  were  awarded  instead  of 
four  as  originally  intended. 

One  change  was  made  in  the  teaching  force  of  the 
High  School,  that  of  the  Headmaster.  A  very  able  teach- 
er, Miss  Laura  L.  Newell  filling  that  position.  As  the 
High  School  was  rather  small  in  numbers,  a  part  of  Grade 
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VIII  was  taught  by  the  High  School  teachers.  Drawing 
was  taught  in  the  first  year  High  as  well  as  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools. 

The  School  Board  takes  pleasure  in  announcing  that 
through  the  interest  and  generosity  of  the  members  of 
the  Woman's  Club,  Physical  Education  was  introduced 
into  all  of  the  schools.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  Physi- 
cal Director  very  little  was  accomplished  this  year. 
Health  is  the  main  objective  in  education.  A  course  of 
study  which  does  not  make  provision  for  an  adequate 
health  program  lacks  the  first  essential  for  obtaining 
effective  school  work. 

The  year  of  1923  and  1924  opened  with  a  larger  num- 
ber of  pupils  in  the  High  School  and  we  feel  that  there 
is  need  of  a  suitable  room  for  social  functions.  We  would 
suggest  the  pupils  be  given  free  use  of  the  Library  Hall 
or  that  electric  lights  be  installed  in  the  High  School 
building.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERIISTEIVDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Antrim,  N.  H.: 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  year  1922-1923  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted: 

Our  High  School  Headmaster,  Mr.  Herman  Dunham, 
resigned  at  the  close  of  the  last  school  year,  and  Miss 
Laura  L.  Newell  was  elected  to  fill  that  position.  During 
the  present  school  year  we  were  grieved  to  hear  that  Mr. 
Dunham  had  died  at  his  home  in  Henniker,  having  been 
in  poor  health  during  most  of  his  term  as  Headmaster  of 
our  school. 

The  Woman's  Club  of  Antrim  showed  their  sincere 
interest  in  our  schools  by  offering  to  pay  the  salary  of  a 
Physical  Culture  teacher.  The  Board  accepted  the  offer, 
and  Miss  Helen  Shoemaker  was  engaged  as  teacher.  She 
did  her  work  well  but  was  obliged  to  leave  because  of  ill- 
ness, and  was  not  here  long  enough  for  us  to  see  much 
real  progress.  She  was  followed  for  a  short  time  by  Miss 
Henrietta  Wing,  and  we  think  enough  of  the  results  of 
this  work,  as  well  as  the  need  of  it,  to  say  that  we  are 
glad  it  is  to  be  continued. 

These  changes  were  the  only  ones  made  in  our  teach- 
ing corps,  which  is  given  below.

During  the  year  Standard  Tests  were  given  to  our 
pupils,  in  Spelling  and  Arithmetic,  and  in  every  case  they 
stood  higher  than  the  average  for  their  grades  through- 
out the  country.  Commissioner  Butterfield  called  for  the 
per  cent  of  attendance,  for  two  different  months,  one  be- 
ing of  unusually  fine  weather,  and  the  other  for  the  worst 
month  of  a  very  severe  winter.  He  called  for  this  data 
from  all  the  districts  in  the  State,  and  ours  was  so  high 
as  to  receive  special  commendation  from  him. 

All  our  schools  have  had  a  full  36  week  year,  and  in 
this  particular  also  we  are  keeping  well  up  in  the  van- 
guard of  progress.  In  1919  there  were,  in  the  whole  State, 
924  schools  with  a  shortened  year.  This  number  has  been 
growing  smaller  and  smaller  until  this  year  there  were 
only  12  schools  in  the  whole  State  with  a  shortened 
school  year. 

From  a  pamphlet  published  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  we  note  that  School  Boards  visited  their 
schools  on  an  average  of  twice  per  year  for  each  school. 
An  examination  of  the  statistical  report  will  show  that 
our  Board  did  far  better  than  that,  their  average  being 
about  six  times  for  each  school.  New  Hampshire  Super- 
intendents this  year  averaged  20  visits  per  school,  while 
your  Superintendent  averaged  more  than  30  visits  per 
school.  However,  the  average  number  per  school  of  vis- 
its from  parents  was  only  about  30. 

We  appreciate  the  interest  in  education  shown  by 
Molly  Aiken  Chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  in  offering  prizes  for  the 
greatest  advancement  in  History  made  during  the  year 
by  pupils  in  our  Seventh  and    Eighth    Grades.     In    the 
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Eighth  Grade  Miss  Rowena  Robinson  and  Robert  Ham- 
mond were  the  prize  winners,  while  Miss  Helen  Rokes, 
Miss  Dorothy  Pratt,  Edward  Flemming  and  Charles  Cut- 
ter were  the  prize  winners  in  the  Seventh  Grade. 

The  twenty-ninth  Annual  Commencement  Exercises  of 
the  High  School  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall  Friday  eve- 
ning, June  15th,  and  a  copy  of  the  program  follows  this 
report.  Last  year  there  were  two  graduates,  both  from 
the  Domestic  Science  Coures.  This  year  there  were  three 
graduates  and  again  they  are  all  from  the  Domestic 
Science  Course.  The  graduates  were: — Marion  Frances 
Holt,  Lila  Aline  Cleveland  and  Frances  Mae  Cutter. 

There  were  this  year  212  school  visitors.  Compared 
with  the  210  of  last  year  it  appears  that  we  are  just  about 
holding  our  own  in  that  respect,  so  that  we  are  forced  to 
repeat  our  earnest  invitation  for  parents  and  friends  to 
visit  our  schools.  Visit  them  at  any  time.  Do  not  feel 
obliged  to  wait  for  a  special  invitation  for  some  of  our 
exhibition  days,  but  come  unannounced  during  the  regu- 
lar sessions  of  school. 

The  Honor  Roll  of  those  who  have  been  neither  ab- 
sent or  tardy  during  the  year  contains  16  names  this  year, 
one  more  than  it  contained  last  year.  With  the  pupils' 
names,  have  been  added  the  teachers'  names,  because  the 
teachers'  efforts  in  this  direction  are  shown  by  the  num- 
ber of  her  pupils  whose  names  are  on  the  honor  roll. 
From  year  to  year  the  same  teachers  have  had  a  large 
number  of  her  pupils'  names  on  the  Roll.

3 — To  hear  the  report  of  the  Auditors  on  the  Treas- 
urer's accounts  and  act  thereon. 

4 — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  James  A.  Tut- 
tle  Library. 

5- — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  assist  the  William  M.  Myers 
Post,  No.  50,  American  Legion,  and  Ephraim  Weston 
Post,  No.  87,  G.  A.  R.,  in  properly  observing  Memorial 
Day. 

6 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Invoice  and 
Taxes  printed  for  the  ensuing  year,  with  the  valuation  of 
each  lot  of  real  estate  printed  separately,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  therefor,  or  take  any  action 
thereon. 

7 — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  repairing  Roads  and  Bridges 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

8 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $550.00  for  Trunk  Line  Maintenance 
and  $300.00  for  State  Aid  Maintenance  for  the  year  ensu- 
ing, or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 
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9 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure  State  Aid 
or  Federal  Aid  for  Trunk  Line  construction,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

10 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  observe  Old

14 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a  committee  lo 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  Town  Fores* 
and  make  recommendations  at  the  regular  Town  Meet- 
ing in  March,  1925. 

14a — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  add  names  to  the 
Memorial  Tablet,  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor, 
or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 

15 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  purpose  of  commencing 
the  control  of  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  town,  or 
take  any  action  thereon. 

16 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
Willard  Pond  road,  so-called,  from  the  Antrim  and  Han- 
cock town  line  to  the  end  of  the  road,  or  take  any  other 
action  thereon. 

17 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
road  leading  over  Holt  Hill,  so-called,  or  any  part  of 
same,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 

18 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an  elec- 
tric light  on  Myrtle  Avenue,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  therefor,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 

19 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an  elec- 
tric light  on  the  School  grounds  near  Concord  Street,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  or  take  any  other 
action  thereon. 
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20— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  seven  elec- 
tric lights  in  the  North  Branch  village,  same  to  be  dis- 
tributed between  A.  Crombie's  and  J.  L.  Muzzey's  farm 
and  thence  to  Ed.  Boyle's  place,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  same,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

21 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  Senate  Bill  No.  25, 
an  act  to  authorize  the  Town  of  Antrim  to  establish  and 
maintain  an  electric-light  and  power  plant  for  lighting 
its  streets,  etc. 

22 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  contract,  maintain, 
manage  and  own  a  suitable  lighting  and  power  plant  for 
the  purpose  of  introducing  and  distributing  wherever  ad- 
visable throughout  the  town,  an  adequate  supply  of  light 
for  lighting  its  streets,  also  for  the  use  of  its  citizens,  and 
for  that  purpose  to  take,  purchase  and  hold  in  fee  simple 
and  otherwise,  any  real  or  personal  estate,  and  any  right 
therein,  water  rights  and  privileges,  machinery  necessary 
for  carrying  same  into  effect,  and  to  take  any  action 
thereon,  and  appropriate  money  to  carry  same  into  effect. 

23- — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  employ  some  per- 
son or  persons  to  protect  the  town's  interest  and  try  to  se- 
cure any  benefits,  if  possible,  by  the  building  of  dams  and 
development  of  water  power  which  is  in  prospect  in  town 
and  also  to  secure  for  the  Town  better  rates  and  service 
from  the  Electric  Light  and  Telephone  Companies  and 
prevent  the  increase  of  price  of  service,  etc.,  as  contem- 
plated, and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

24 — To  hear  Reports  of  Committees,  and  act  there- 
on. 

25 — -To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  pay  Town  charges,  existing  debts,  and  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Town,  or  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

26 — To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.
